For twenty-seven years, the entire 
span of its: existence, the Socialist 
Party has stood for the industrial 
and political solidarity of the work- 
ers,,in accordance with the funda- 
mental demand of the international 
Socialist movement, as the means 
and the only means of overthrowing 
the despotic-and despoiling capitalist 
system and emancipating the work- 
ers from wage-slavery. 

During this entire period the So- 
cialist Party has stood uncompromis- 
ingly upon its own platform, nomi- 
nated its own candidates, managed 
its own campaigns, and carried for- 
ward its own propaganda to arouse, 
educate and organize the American

Labor of World Pays Tribute to Jaures Before Huge Throng

PARIS.—It is ten years since the 
bullet of a young assassin, half- 
crazed by the violent hysteria of the 
Royalists, robbed France and Europe 
of Jean Jaurés, who was, with Ana- 
tole France and Romain Rolland, 
the. only outstanding moral person- 
ality in this generation of French- 
men. 


A Radical Government, among the 
members of which Jaurés counted 
many admirers, is now making 
amends to the memory of that great 
Republican and has secured from 
Pr ‘liament authority to transfer his 
re.iains te the Pantheon, there to 
lie with iYwse of Renan, Zola and 
Gambette 

But a .aore direct and moving 


tribute to Jaurés’ memory was that 
offered in the vast auditorium of the 








Trocadero last night (August 1), 
when 10,000 working men and 
women listened reverently to the 
music of Mendelssohn, Schumann 
and Handel, and to other items in 
the symbolic program arranged by 
that great dramatic artist and pro- 
ducer, M. Gemier, and later echoed, 
with an emotion not to be equalled 
outside the Latin countries, the 
phrases in which leading Socialists 
of the European countries evoked 
the life and labor of their dead 
comrade. ; 

The Belgian Socialist Party was 
represented by Emile Vandervelde, a 
first-class orator. Filipo Turati had 
come for the Italian Socialists, and 
his references to the murder of Mat- 
teotti moved the vast audience to 
generous indignation. Paul Loebe, 
member and former President of the 





Reichstag, spoke for the German 
Socialists. 

Léon Blum and Léon Jouhaux 
made speeches respectively for the 
French Socialist Party and the Gen- 
eral Confederation of Labor. 

Robert Williams declared that 
Jaurés did not belong to the French 
Socialism alone, but, like Hardie, 
Bebel, and Lenin, to the entire 
world’s working class. Since the 
disappearance of these leaders the 
race of giants seemed to have died 
out, and one could only echo the cry 
of the English poet, “Oh, God, create 
no more giants, but exalt the race.” 

He appealed particularly to those 
who claimed to draw their inspira- 
tion from Lenin to re-enter the ranks 
of the Labor International and re- 
store the unity without which vic- 
tory was impossible. 

A particularly warm reception was 





given to Miguel Unamuno, the great 
Spanish writer recently delivered 
from exile on the rocky island of 
Fuerteventura, who added his hom- 
age to the memory of Jaurés. An- 
other speaker than Bunji Suzuki, of 
the Japanese Labor movement.

the hypocrisy, corruption, ineffi- 
ciency and class interest of both the 
old parties. 

Once there was some justification 
in America for Labor’s non-partisan 
policy.
